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A Jcurney in a Coffin, 

**‘Do I remember any incidents of 
the under-ground railroad that 
haven’t got into print?” said an old 
abolitionist and slave-rescuer the 
other night in response toa question. 
**Well, there is one story that I don’t 
remember to have seen in the books 
or the papers. In 1859, just in the 
height of the agitation, 5——, our 
agent at Columbia, 8. C., oc 
casion to ticket a middle- negro, 
Job Yancey by name, ough to 
Providence, R. I., by the under- 
ground. Job had sheltered a run- 
away in his cabin, and had been 
betrayed by another negro. He 
learned the situation and came to 
Columbia in the middle of the night. 
There was no hope of concealing 
him. Our agent had thought of a 
new means of shipment that he had 
never tried. This was his oppor- 
tunity totry it, for Job was clear 
grit, strong with the well-knit 
strength of middle-age, and patient 
as his namesake. 

‘““‘S—— got out a large coffin that 
he had kept for the emergency, and 
into this coffin he put poor Job, and 
with him a quantity of crackers, 
cheese, dried meat and a rubber bag 
full of water. A few gimlet holes 
admitted air. On the first train in 
the morning Job Yancey went off, 
shipped as acorpse toa chosen ad- 
dress in Proyidence. Trainmen 
were generally respectful of the 
dead in those days and Job traveled 
comfortably fora time, barring the 
hours that he occasionally lay on 
some depot’ platform in the broilin 
Southern sun. Travel was slow — 
sometimes the treatment was a little 
rough. Job, after a day orso, began 
to get exceedingly lame with the 
confinement and pressure; his grim 
berth grew irksome, but it was when 
the loud shouts and laughter of his 
own kind died away around him, 
and when that and the sickening 
chill came over him when they 
dumped him one night on the stone 
floor of a cold baggage-room some- 
where told him that A was in the 
North, that he began to suffer. The 
mere consciousness that he was in 
the North might have buoyed him 
up, however, if it had not been for 
one d ful circumstance. 

**There was a sort of a faint gleam 

round him that told him it was day 
he must have been in New York, 
for he says that he knew that he had 
been carried across some water by 
the sensation of rising and falling 
that he had felt. He had felt him- 
self rattled along in a wagon, too, 
and the wagon had brought upin a 
place where he had heard the clatter 
and roar of trains again. His coffin 
was dragged violently out of the 
wagon, and when his bearers put 
him down they stood the coffin 
against a wall—on its head. He 
felt that he was lost and would die, 
but he dared not shout for help. 
That would mean discovery and de- 
livery to his owners, and worse than 
death. Better die there; even a 
horrible death from torture than be 
carried back to his master’s planta- 
tion. He rae, Bay his determina- 
tion, but at last he felt his weakened 
senses give way. His conscious- 
ness, after minutes of agony, which 
seemed hours, was lost. 

‘“‘When he recovered Job had 
actually arrived at Providence, and 
his new-found friends—better friends 
than he had.ever known—were us- 
ing their ndeavors to restore 
him. In afew days he was able to 
step out into the world,in a home 
in a chosen village, a free man.’’—

The Salt Lake 7ribune prints a 
lengthy editorial on the steps that 
have been taken in this State for 
the absorption of Southern Idaho 
and part of Utah, and of the heavy 
Mormon population such a transfer 
would give the consolidated State. 
To render this addition powerless 
the barriers must necessarily be 
made strong, and that is what the 
Legislature that adjourned some 
ten days ago uudertook to do, in 
passing a constitutional amendment 
forever debarring Mormons from 
the suffrage. Says the 7ribune: 


This amendment will have to be 
concurred in by the next Legislature, 
and after that, must be ratified by the 
people at the pulls before it is formal! 
adopted. It would, we think, be well 
to have all this done before any con- 
solidation is effected, lest the law just 

by the Nevada Legislature be 
eund invalid, in which case the 
amendment itself might fail, by rea- 
son of having been adopted under a 
void election law. * *® * There is 
a very prevalent fear here that the dis- 
qualifications of people on the lines of 
their memberslLipinachurch, assuch, 
may not bold. t would have been 
simpler, easier, and probably more 
cértain, to havetaken the Idaho law 
as a model following the words of this 
law and oa'h throughout. But that 
was not done, and we shall have to 
wait the isstve, only assuring our Ne- 
vada friends that any action that they 
take towards disfranchising the Mor- 
mons will have to be without fleck or 
flaw; else the brethren will overcome 
it in the conrts. 


One of the strongest bids Dakota 
bas ever made for admission into 
the Union asa State is the latest 
report of its Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instrucsion. According to this 
the Territory has 43,905 schools and 
5,055 teachers. The sum paid out 
in teachers’ wages alooe reached 
$691,000. In its educational facili- 
ties Dakota surpasses many of the 
older States.

A BOY ACCIDENTALLY SHOT

Another Railroad Bridge Horror. 
Boston, March 14, 

An accident this morning occurred 
on the Dedham branch ofthe Boston 
& Providence raiilroad,between Forest 
Hill and Roslindale, at what is known 
as the Bussey Park bridge. The 7 
o’clock train from Dedham, cons st- 
ing of seven cars anda baggage car, 
under the charge of Conductor Tilden, 
broke through the bridge. The en- 
gine and three cars went over safely 
but the five others fell through the 


bridge to the road beneath, a distance 
of 30 feet. The last car, which was a 
smoker, turned completely over and 
struck on top of the other cars, all be- 
ing chrushed almost out of shape, The 
cause ofthe accident is saidto have 
been the breaking of the bridge. 

It is stated that the bridge where 
the accident occurred this morning, is 
a comparatively new one, and that the 
accident was caused by a truck on one 
of the cars giving way, causing the car 
to strike against an abutment of the 
bridge. The smoking car uafter it fell, 
caught fire, but the fire department 
was promptly on band and prevented 
any spread of the flames. The bodies 
of the dead have all been removed. 
and ofthe wounded, someare at the 
hospital and some have been taken 
home. Many of the injured were 
brought to the hospital in this city, 
and some of the killed have not been 
identified. The train was crowded 
with working people, and the most in- 
tense excitement prevails among their 
friends, whoare anxious to learn the 
names of the killed and wounded. 

The police say that 23 were killed 
outright and nearly as many others 
will die. A Webster Clapp, died in 
the Forest Hill Statiou, where he had 
been taken. The engineer, when bis 
engine broke from the traiu, kept 
right on to Forest Hill and gave the 
alarm, instead of stopping to ascertain 
the extent of the accident. On that 
account it was eo to get as- 
sistance at once. ‘The officers of the 
road are present and are doing all 
they can. Many doctors are there 
doing everything in their power. 
Superintendent Folsom says he does 
not know how many were killed or 
injured. The bodies of the killed 
were horri ly mangled, some of their 
heads being entirely severed from 
their bodies, and many of the bodies 
were crushed beyond recognition. 
The scene of this morning’« accident 
is abouta nile from Jamacia Piains, 
where the main line of the Boston and 
Providence railroad branches off to’ 
the left to Readville and Providence, 
while to the right, runs a sweeping 
curve of the Dedham branch. This 
arm is built througha valley on an 
embankment fora long distance, and 
high. On South Streetit runs diag- 
onally under the track of the branch, 
and it was into this cut that the cars 
of the train plunged from the bridge 
which crossed it. The last compula- 
tion shows 23 killed and 50 injured.

NevadasS Finances and Cattle 
Kings. 

{San Francisco Examiner, March 12.] 

‘“‘Nevada’s losses in live stock 
this Winter have been very light 
after all,’’ said Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor H. C. Davis, of the Silver 
State, yesterday, to an ELraminer 
reporter. “During the continued 
blockade, a month ago, we thought 
they would be verydeavy, but they 
reelly don’t amount to much, Our 


cattle are mostly in the north part 
of the State and the sheep in the 
south. 

“We havea dozen or more of 
what might be called cattle kings. 
The biggest of them are Russel & 
Bradley, who have four or five 
different ranches and 40,000 head. 
Next, Senator E, P. Hardy, of Elko, 
and Col, Harden, of Humboldt, 
with 20,000 head each. A. C. Cleve- 
land has 10,000, Stofer & Sweetzer, 
of Winnemucca, about 12,000, Brad- 
shaw & Brandenstein 10,000, and 
Todhunter some 18,000. Our cattle- 
men are all getting rich. 

“What about the annexation of 
Nevada piecemeal to surrounding 
Statesand Territories? Well, we 
don’t think much of it. Our 60,000 
people think they can get along 
pretty well yet awhile. I don’t see 
why anybody need get agitated 
about us either. We have between 
$400,000 and $500,000 in our State 
Treasury in bard cash now, aud in 
addition we have $600 000 In United 
States bonds. We don’towe a cent 
either, and that’s more than many 
another State can say. 

“As for the annexation of South- 
ern Idaho to us, as proposed by the 
vetoed Washington Territory Ad- 
mission bill, I don’t know that we

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DRUMMERS’ LICENSES. 


‘& Correspondent Regards Them 
as a “Nefarious Mode of Enrich- 
ing the State.” 

Reno, March 14. 

Editor Gazetie:—The questiou of 
licensing a class of commercial 
men known as drummers has, from 
time to time, been gravely consid- 
ered by business men, merchants, 
manufacturers, legislators and 
courts, from the lowest to the high- 
est. Opinicus have been warped 
by selfish motives, and legislation 
secured under the guise of raising 
revenue to shut out competition. 

Three-fourths of the States in the 


Union, however, by their acts,bave 
said such means of barring trade 
and legitimate competition is 
peony wise and pound foolish. 
‘hese States represent all except 
Delaware, the District of Colum- 
bia, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, 
Nevada, North Carolina, Texas, 
Vermont, Virginia and Wisconsin. 
A few of the other States have au- 
thorized municipalities to demand 
a license of traveling mien should 
they desire sotodo. The courts of 
the States and the United States 
have adjudicated many questions 
that have arisen under the short- 
sighted policy of taxing salesmen. 
Recently Judge Bradley reudered a 
very lengthy decision, a synopsis of 
which has been sent through the 
Associated Press to all parts of the 
country. What it decides cannot 


| be fully ascertained till the full text 


is received, but, if the language 
given is that of the court, itis fair 
to presume thata death knell has 
been sounded to all drummers’ li- 
censes in the States where they ex- 
ist, including Nevada. Wheu the 
court said: 

‘In the matter of inter-State com- 
merce the United States are, in the 
opinion of this Court, but one coun- 
try, and are and must be subject to 
one system of regulations and not 
toa multitude of regulations. It 
seems to be forgotten that the peo 
ple of this country are citizens of 
the United States as well as of the 
individual States, aud that they 
have the same rights under the 
Constitution and laws, the former 
independent of the latter and free 
trom any interference or restraint 
from them. To deny the State the 
power to lay tax of require th» li- 
cense in question will not, the Cou't 
believes, in any perceptible degree 
diminish its resources. The goods 
when brought into the State in 
consequence of the sale by the 
drummer will be liable to taxa- 
tion, and as much will be realized 
as if a tax were imposed before the 
sale, The tax on the sale of goods 
under such circumstances before 
the sale, is, in the opinion of the 
Court, cleirly a tax on inter-State 
commerce itself. If the employ- 
ment of drummers injuriously af- 
fects local trade, Congress may be 
appealed to to make such regula- 
tions as the case may demand, and 
Congress can alone do this—” 
They must have declared that the 
drummer shall hereafter be a privi- 
leged character till Congrees steps 
in and interposes burdens upon 
him, If this be so the consumer 
can congratulate bimself that the 
day is near when he will be freed 
from an indirect taxation that is 
most burth nsome.

Am Acceegs «Ff Confucius, 
ee 

' Confucius wasghe Latinised name 
of a kind of ‘Chinese hamurist, 
whose name was really Keing-fu-tse. 
This name, translated, means Rev- 
erned Master King. He was a great 
man, and many of his sayings have 
been embalmed in history and 
handed down to the present time. 
His style of humor was of the pro 
found variety, but his style of pen- 
marship was like that of F. E. 
Spinner, who did some paragraph 
work, at one time, for the treasury 
department. Confucius is said to 
have been a kind of Chinese Moses, 
and people who knew both these 
gentlemen, say that they had many 
strong personal characteristics in 
common, 

He was born in Loo, on June 19, 
551 gs. c., and when he went back 
there once to lecture, after he had 
become a great man, he had only 
$7.50 in the house. His old neighe 
bors said that he had been very 
much over-estimated, and that they 
knew him when he wasaboy. They 
also said that there were dozens of 
osher boys in Loo, who were just as 
good humorists as Confucius ever 
dast be. One reporter on the Loo 
Vindicator, asked him if he had ever 
written anything for publication, 
and after the lecture was over, an- 
nounced in his paper that the lecture 
business was ‘‘overdone.”’ 

Confucius lost his father at the 
age of three years, and so he had to 
rustle.for himself, as he says. He 
was essentially a seli-made man, 
and never wore suspenders, even in 
the best society. He wore a style of 
drese, which has since become verv 
popular in China, consisting of wide 
cone and oolong cutaway coat. 

lis complexion was a little on the 
yellow order, and his eyes were 
similar to each other, though a little 
inclined to sag at one corner. He 
became a schodl-teacher in the 
graded school at Loo, and carried 
cold fried pork and rat sandwiches 
for his dinner. 

When asked what one sentence 
would best express the conduct 
most fitting for one’s whole life, he 
said: ‘‘Do not unto others what you 
wouldnothavethemdotoyou.” This 
Sentence, in substance, afterward 
appeared in book form, and is now 
widely quoted. It is avery popular 
plece of advice, and many people 
give it to other people. 

Confucius was a great man, and 
the leading humorist of his day. 
Hie published a small paper at one 
time, doing all the typographical! 
work himself witha marking brush. 
His signature was a marvel of ine 
dividuality, and looked like the 
foot-prints of a kangaroo that had 
been scared out of a mudhole and 
lit on a pillow-sham. 

But death has claimed him. Like 
the man who had done his chores 
and ejected the cat, and blown out 
the gas, he lay down to enter into 
the dreamless sleep, which comes 
alone to those who have done their 
work well. Not in the midst of 
clashing arms, beneath the clouds 
of war, amid the shouts of victory 
and frantic yells of defeat; nor on 
the rough frontier with his boots on: 
nor in the hospital, chased b ie 
phantoms of delirium tremen., but 
in a calm and dispassionate manner 
Confucius accepted his dooin. The 
Chinese papers very truthfully say: 
“‘His death has cast a gloom over 
our. land, and filled a long-felt 
want.”’—/[Biil Nye, in Chicago News.
